Last week he attended one of their dress |

He said that hs would rather 
have one sueh regiment of veteraaa than 
three regiments of raw troops. During that 
day an effort waa made to reorganize the 
regiment. Three oompanies — Captaiss 
Clarke’s, Smith's, aad Posey’s — dselined to 
reorganize ia thia raglment. The seven 
other oompanies fumishsd a small number 
each, about 250 in ail. This number will 
probably be increased to 300 or 350 men in 
a few days. It is expected then to fill op the 
regiment by reoruits. Thus the First 
Alabama saves its name and Us nominal 
existence. BesKlea the 250 aho h»ve re- 
enlisted in the regiment, 86 have re*enlisttd 
in other corps. The remainder will go 
home, but most of them intend to re-enter 
the servioe at other points and in new corps. 
They wish to taste for a while the joys and 
oomforts of home. The great objection to 
re- enlisting here and now 1s the idea that 
the regiment is doomed to stay at this plaoe, 
of whioh all are heartily tire<L They want 
to go somewhere — anywhere else. Donbt- 
less (here are less pleasant plaose than this, 
but it is natural in soldiers to desire a 
change. 

There is mueh aiokness and mortality in 
the new regiments — the Seventeenth Ala- 
bama, and the Fifth, Eighth, and Tweaty- 
seveath Mississippi. I have not the exaot 
number in each, but 1 have enough to know 
that tbe figures are startling. The old reg- 
iments are remarkably healthy, not more 
than one in a hundred being “off his legs,” 
and deaths have oeased altogether. 

Two Enelish Precedents for Stone 
Blockades. 

Qalignani’s Messenger, of January 17, 
contains the following oommunioation, 
which gives the truth on the Boulogne 
ease so summarily dismissed by the Post, 
aad also another instauoa in which its 
explanations do not serve even in appear- 
anoe:

He said he would not 
have sold it but he feared the rebels might 
get it, in which case he wonld have to take 
bad money. 1 suppose he meant Confederate 
bond*. We run our hand into Unole Sam’s 
Treasury, and brought forth a bran-new 
eagle half dollar, taking bis receipt for thp 
same on two large printed blanks, whioh 
satisfied him that transacting business with 
the Government was a rAsUer of no small 
importanoe I asked him if he would cot 
like to enlist. “Well,” said he, “how 
muoh do you pay?” I answered him thir- 
teen dollars per month, rations, clothing, 
and at the end of the war, perhaps, luO 
sores of land. Uia reply was that Buckner 
was giving twenty, and as muck land as he 
want^. Beliaviag he would oome ia good 
play in the next war, we passed him 
by, to give plaoe to another customer 
who was in waiting at the door for 
his turn at the public crib. He evidently 
bad seen some soldiering, judging from the 
salute he gave, by raising one hand to his 
hat, while he extended to me his bill with 
ths other. The bill was for the rent of a 
house, whioh he graciously opened to the 
sick on the day of the great and memorable 
battle of Greeu river. The bill read as 
follows: 

“Uxrrsn 8tate.i, Dr. 

“To “, for the use of house ' 

for hospital, for days, at $3 per day.” I 

This hou.Ha was built of biMk jack logs 
in 1811, and has not been ooonpled as a 
residence for twenty years, and would have I 
been torn down ere this had not the owner 
anticipated the present war. By multiply- I 
ing 366 days by a, I became satisfied that 
the present state pf the treasury would not ' 
admit of the setllement of his bill, so I ' 
turned him over to the benevolence of Uncle 
Sam, with whom be ean settle his aooount 
at the olose of the war. 

The remains of ZolUcoffer and^eyton 
were delivered at the headquarters of Gen. 
MoCook under a flag ef truce, borne by Dr. 

— , surgeon in Confederate army, j 

taken prironer at Mill Springs. The re- ' 
mains were taken from their ooffius, by 
request of the aovgeon in etorge, and 
passed through the ^roeess ef embaUaing, ' 
under the skillful hands of Surgeon Gold- ' 
smith, of this brigade. 

Ou examination of the bodies it was 
ascertained that ZoUiooll'ar received four 
shots, two of them being pistol shots, 
enleriag his lungs ; a Miuie ball through 
his head, and a musket ball in his back, 
which evidently leaves some doubt as to 
who killed Zollioofiar. Peyton was shot in 
tbe eye. At daylight this morning the 
mortal remains of these men ware taken 
under an escort, by order of Gen. McCook, 
to the enemy’s lines.
